Greenpeace call for change 


Willtrain 
disasters be 
the ‘inew 
normal’? 

Train disasters such as 
Saturday’s derailment will 
become the “new normal” 
unless Ottawa tightens 
safety rules for shipping 
dangerous goods by rail, 
Greenpeace Canada said. 

A CN train canying 
crude oil and gas went off 
the tracks overnight in a 
hamlet west of Edmonton, 
sparking a massive fire that 
reportedly triggered two 
explosions. It’s the third 
major derailment in the 
province in recent months, 
at a time when rail safety is 
increasingly under scrutiny. 

Greenpeace said given 
the industiy’s outdated 
safety standards, it’s only a 
matter of time until disaster 
strikes again. Keith Stewart, 
the organization’s climate 
and energy campaign 
co-ordinator, said the fed¬ 
eral government has taken 
some steps since July’s 
derailment in Lac-Megantic, 
Que., but not enough to 
mitigate the risks. 

He wants Ottawa to 
launch a comprehensive 
review of the safety regula¬ 
tions for transporting oil. 

“Unless they’re actually 
willing to bring in serious 
new safety measures for oil 
by rail, this will become the 
new normal,” he said Satur¬ 
day in a phone interview. 

Mark Hallman, CN 
spokesman, dismissed the 
concerns. 

“The situation here is 
that the crude oil tank cars 
are intact and there are no 
indications of any leaks.” 

The rail cars that caught 
fire were carrying liquefied 
petroleum gas.

County officials west of Ed¬ 
monton said residents of a 
village who were forced from 
their homes after a train 
wreck and fire were expected 
to be out of their homes for 
up to two more days. 

Parkland County issued a 
news release on Sunday stat¬ 
ing that its mandatory evacu¬ 


ation order for about 100 
people in Gainford remains 
in effect. 

Thirteen cars on a CN 
freight train carrying a cargo 
of oil and liquefied petrol¬ 
eum gas went off the rails 
near the tiny hamlet, about 
80 kilometres west of Ed¬ 
monton, early Saturday. 

There were two explo¬ 
sions reported and the com¬ 
munity was evacuated as a 
precaution. 

County spokeswoman 
Jackie Ostashelc says some 
people were allowed to visit 
their properties late Satur¬ 
day to care for animals. 


Firefighters pulled back 
from the wreck and were 
waiting for fuel that has 
been escaping from some of 
the wrecked cars to burn it¬ 
self out. 

Three of the rail cars were 
carrying liquefied petroleum 
gas and caught fire, CN has 
said, while four freight cars 
that were carrying crude 
didn’t break open. 

The railway said in a 
news release Sunday that CN 
crews worked overnight to 
move the four cars carrying 
crude oil a safe distance from 
the cars laden with liquefied 
petroleum gas. 


The release also said one 
of the cars that was on fire 
had burned itself out. 

Saturday’s mishap oc¬ 
curred two days after resi¬ 
dents in the Alberta com¬ 
munity of Sexsmith were 
forced from their homes 
when four CN rail cars carry¬ 
ing anhydrous ammonia left 
the rails. 

That followed the derail¬ 
ment of 17 CN rail cars, some 
carrying petroleum, ethanol 
and chemicals, in western 
Saskatchewan on Sept. 25. 

There were no injuries in 
any of the derailments.

City police officers are finding 
it more and more difficult to 
get to emergency calls quickly, 
as sprawling communities, in¬ 
creased call volumes and other 
demands strain their time.

classes. 

She was teaching an early- 
morning fitness class when 
two intoxicated men wan¬ 
dered in. After they were 
asked to leave, they stood out¬ 
side banging on the door. 

She phoned 911, but the re¬ 
sponse was veiy slow. 

“Within an hour I had 
phoned four more times,” she 
said. “They told me they were 
coming. They told us we were 


a priority call and they didn’t 
come for an hour and nine 
minutes.” 

Edmonton police Supt. 
Kevin Galvin says officers have 
been struggling to meet their 
targets as the city grows. 

Currently officers get to 
high-priority calls within 
seven minutes 71 per cent of 
the time, well short of the 80 
per cent target, which they ex¬ 
ceeded in 2010. 

Galvin said one of the chal¬ 
lenges is the sheer size of the 
city. 

“Because of the develop¬ 
ment in the outer area, our 
officers are travelling longer 
between calls,” he said. 

Galvin said officers are also 
taking longer with individual 
calls to comply with the de¬ 
mands of the justice system.

A research journey through

One University of Alberta 
student is on the right track: 
the pedway type. 

As part of a grant-funded 
research project, Mike Viv¬ 
ian examined Edmonton’s 
pedway system, looking at 


the above-ground pedestrian 
walkways and their purpose 
in Edmonton’s climate. 

Titled “+15 at -30: Under¬ 
standing the Past, Present 
and Future of Edmonton’s 
Downtown Pedway System,” 
the research paper includes 
interviews from individuals 
who are invested in the 
downtown area, but also in¬ 
cludes pedways’ purpose in 
daily life, stating they are 
useful in any downtown. 

“Pedways have always in¬ 
terested me. Downtowns are 
one of the most important 
part of any city,” said Vivian. 


Vivian examined the re¬ 
lationship between pedes¬ 
trians and the weather, and 
how pedways provide an al¬ 
ternative to walking out in 
the cold. 

A strong supporter of ped¬ 
ways, Vivian didn’t want to 
state his own opinion in the 
paper, but did provide some 
historical background into 
pedways and the ongoing 
debate on the usefulness of 
pedways in vibrant cities. 

“Once we get more people 
living downtown, pedways 
are going to be put on the 
back burner and they won’t

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Publication ban on teenage 
killer’s identity in dispute 



B.C 18 -year-old was 
sentenced as an adult 
in the beating death 
of a 15 -year-old girl

Lawyers in the case of a B.C. 
teenager sentenced last week 
in the 2010 beating death of a 
15-year-old jogger will be back 
in court to argue over whether 
a publication ban on his iden¬ 
tity should be lifted. 

Despite being sentenced as 
an adult and given the max¬ 
imum sentence of life in prison, 
with no eligibility for parole for 
seven years, an interim publica¬ 
tion ban prevents Laura Szen- 
drei’s killer, who was just days 
shy of his 18th birthday at the 
time of the murder, from being 


identified. 

His defence had asked Jus¬ 


tice Robin Baird for a youth 
sentence that carried a max¬ 


imum sentence of seven years, 
but Baird gave little considera¬ 


tion for what he believed would 
have been an insufficient pun¬ 


ishment. 

“Given my assessment of 
the totality of this evidence, 
the accused is an untreated, 
sexually motivated murderer.... 
He represents a high-risk to re¬ 
offend,” said Baird. 

The offender pleaded guilty 
to second-degree murder. 

The judge said the offender 
went to Mackie Park in Delta, 
B.C., that day with the inten¬ 
tion of committing rape, hav¬ 
ing been involved in escalating 
incidents against female jog¬ 
gers in the months prior.

A couple 
appears in court 
Monday charged with 
abducting a little girl 
found in a Roma camp 


Roma people stroll about 
prefabricated homes in their 
camp, many of them smiling 
and seemingly carefree. But 
there is worry and resent¬ 
ment. 

Their community is at the 
centre of a child abduction 
case, with a Roma couple ac¬ 
cused of abducting a blond, 
blue-eyed girl who is thought 
to be about four years old. 

The Roma, a poor people 
in Greece, a country devas¬ 
tated by an economic crisis, 
tiy to make a living in the 
camp on the outskirts of 
the town of Farsala by sell¬ 
ing fruit, carpets, blankets, 
baskets and shoes at local 


markets. They say they are 
already considered by some 
to be social outcasts, thieves 
and beggars. 

Now, they fear they will 
be stigmatized as child traf¬ 
fickers. 

The president of the lo¬ 
cal Roma community, Babis 
Dimitriou, hopes there is no 
backlash against the 2,000 
Roma living in the commun¬ 
ity. 

The case “doesn’t reflect 
on all of us,” he said on Sun¬ 
day. 

A 40-year-old woman and 
39-year-old man have been 
charged with abducting a 
minor after police raided the 
camp. 

Regional police chief Lt. 
Gen. Vassilis Halatsis said 
authorities have found “doz¬ 
ens” of child trafficking cases 
involving Bulgarian Roma 
people in Greece. 

Many Roma are waiy of 
media attention.

“We are dealing with a 
very unusual case. Usually, 
parents report a child’s 


disappearance and we look 
for the children. In this 
case, we have the child and 
we are looking for its (her) 
parents,” said Regional 
police chief Lt. Gen. Vassilis 
Halatsis. 

“So far, we have had calls 
from France, Poland, even 
the United States. We are 
looking at each case, to see 
if the ages match, and if 
there are similar features. 


DNA testing will follow.” 

The couple accused of 
abducting the girl had used 
multiple identities to regis¬ 
ter 14 children in three dif¬ 
ferent cities, of whom only 
four have been identified, 
Halatsis said. An examina¬ 
tion of the birthdates of the 
children shows that the 
woman, at one point, was 
giving birth eveiy four 
months, he said. Overall, the 


couple received 2,500 euros 
($3,420) per month in state 
assistance. 

“At this point, we can’t 
say there is a child traffick¬ 
ing network involved, but 
we are looking at this possi¬ 
bility,” the police chief said. 

He added that there have 
been documented cases 
of Greek childless couples 
buying children for about

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Opponents of gay 
march clash with 
Montenegro police 


Pride marches. Test of 
country's commitment 
to human rights as 
it seeks to join the 
European Union 


Police in Montenegro fired 
tear gas to repel anti-gay ex¬ 
tremists who threw rocks 
and firebombs at officers 
protecting a gay pride march 
Sunday, officials said. About 


60 people were injured. 

The violence occurred 
when the attackers tried to 
push through hundreds of po¬ 
lice to reach those taking part 
in the march in Podgorica, 
the capital of the staunchly 
conservative Balkan coun- 
tiy. After the march, the gay 
rights demonstrators were 
evacuated to a safe location 
in police vehicles. 

Police said about 20 of the 
injured during the clashes 
were officers, and the re¬ 


maining 40 were from “hoo¬ 
ligan groups.” About 60 of 
around 1,500 extremists who 
took part in the riots were ar¬ 
rested, police said. 

March organizer Danijel 
Kalezic said the police protec¬ 
tion allowed about 150 gay 
activists to walk peacefully 
through the city. “As of today, 
gay people are no longer in¬ 
visible in Montenegro,” Ka¬ 
lezic said. “From today, these 
streets are ours as well.”

Shutdown kills fanfare 
for new U.S. destroyer 


After embarrassing troubles 
with its latest class of sur¬ 
face warships, the U.S. navy 
is hoping for a winner from 
a new destroyer that’s ready 
to go into the water. 

So far, construction of the 
first-in-class Zumwalt, the 
largest U.S. navy destroyer 
ever built, is on time and on 
budget, something that’s a 
rarity in new defence pro¬ 
grams, officials said. And the 
navy believes the ship’s big 
gun, stealthy silhouette and 
advance features will make it 
a formidable package. 

The christening of the 
ship bearing the name of the 
late Adm. Elmo “Bud” Zum¬ 
walt was cancelled a week 
ago because of the federal 
government shutdown. With¬ 
out fanfare, the big ship will 
be moved to diy dock and 
floated in the coming days. 

Meanwhile, the public 
christening ceremony featur¬ 
ing Zumwalt’s two daughters 
will be rescheduled for the

spring. 

Adm. Zumwalt served in 
destroyers during World War 
II and was awarded a Bronze 
Star for valour at the Battle 
of Leyte Gulf. As the nation’s 
youngest chief of naval oper¬ 
ations, appointed at age 49 
by then-president Richard 
Nixon, he fought to end racial 
discrimination and allowed 
women to serve on ships for 
the first time.

California. High-speed 
rail kicks up controversy 


Trucks loaded with tomatoes, 
milk and almonds clog the two 
main highways that bisect Cali¬ 
fornia’s farm heartland, cany- 
ing goods to millions along the 
Pacific Coast and beyond. 

This dusty stretch of land 
is the starting point for one of 
the most expensive U.S. pub¬ 
lic infrastructure projects: a 
$68-billion US high-speed rail 
system that would span the 
state, linking the people of 
America’s salad bowl to more 
jobs, opportunity and buyers. 

Five years ago, California 
voters overwhelmingly ap¬ 
proved the idea of bringing 
a bullet train to the most 


populous U.S. state. It would 
be America’s first high-speed 
rail system, sold to the public 
as a way to improve access to 
good-paying jobs, cut pollution 
from smog-filled roadways and 
reduce time wasted sitting in 
traffic. 

Now, engineering work 
has finally begun on the first 
48-kilometre segment of track 
in Fresno, Calif., a city of a half¬ 
million people with soaring un¬ 
employment and a withering 
downtown core. But the region 
that could benefit most from 
the project is also where op¬ 
position to it has grown most 
fierce, the associated press

Firefighters battling some of 
the most destructive wildfires 
to ever strike Australia’s most 
populous state were focus¬ 
ing on a major blaze Sunday 
near the town of Lithgow that 
stretched along a 300-kilo- 
metre front. 

Authorities warned that 
high temperatures and 
winds were likely to main¬ 
tain heightened fire danger 
for days in New South Wales 
state. 

The fires have killed one 


man, destroyed 208 homes 
and damaged another 122 
since Thursday, the Rural Fire 
Service said. 

Firefighters have taken ad¬ 
vantage of milder conditions 
in recent days to reduce the 
number of fires threatening 
towns around Sydney from 
more than 100 on Thursday 
night to 61 on Sunday, Rural 
Fire Service spokesman Matt 
Sun said. 

Fifteen of these fires con¬ 
tinued to burn out of control, 
including the blaze near Lith¬ 
gow, west of Sydney, which 
was given the highest danger 
ranking by the fire service. 
Authorities expect that blaze 
will continue to burn for 
days and have advised sev¬ 
eral nearby communities to 
consider evacuating ahead 
of worsening weather condi¬ 
tions.

Argentine farm worker Fabian 
Tomasi wasn’t trained to use 
protection as he pumped pesti¬ 
cides into crop dusters. Now, at 
47, he’s a living skeleton. 

Schoolteacher Andrea Dru- 
etta lives in a town where it’s 
illegal to spray agrochemicals 
within 500 metres of homes, 
yet soy is planted just 30 metres 
from her back door. Recently, 
her boys were showered in 
chemicals while swimming in 
their backyard pool. 

Sofia Gatica’s search for an¬ 
swers after losing her newborn 
to kidney failure led to Argen¬ 
tina’s first criminal convictions 
for illegal spraying last year. But 
80 per cent of her neighbours’ 
children surveyed cany pesti¬ 
cides in their blood. 

American biotechnology 
has turned Argentina into the 
world’s third-largest soy produ¬ 
cer, but the chemicals powering 
the boom aren’t confined to soy, 
cotton and com fields. The Asso¬ 
ciated Press documented dozens 
of cases where these poisons are 
used in ways specifically banned 
by existing law. 

Now doctors are warning 
that uncontrolled pesticide use 
could be the cause of growing 
health problems among the 
12 million people who live in 
Argentina’s vast farm belt. 

“The change in how agricul¬ 
ture is produced has brought, 
frankly, a change in the profile 


of diseases,” says Dr. Medardo 
Avila Vazquez. “We’ve gone 
from a pretty healthy popula¬ 
tion to one with a high rate 
of cancer, birth defects and 
illnesses seldom seen before.” 

Once known for its grass-fed 
beef, Argentina has undergone 
a transformation since 1996, 
when the U.S.-based Monsanto 
Company marketed a new 
model of higher crop yields and 
fewer pesticides through its 
patented seeds and chemicals. 

In response to soaring com¬ 
plaints, President Cristina Fer¬ 
nandez ordered a commission 
in 2009 to study the impact 
of agrochemical spraying on 
health. Its initial report called 
for “systematic controls over 
concentrations of herbicides 
and their compounds.” 

Hospital records show birth 
defects quadmpled in the prov¬ 
ince of Chaco in the decade 
after genetically modified crops 
were approved. A medical team 
then surveyed 2,051 people in 
six towns, finding more dis¬ 
ease wherever people are sur¬ 
rounded by farms. 

In the farming village of Avia 
Terai, 31 per cent said a family 
member had cancer, compared 
with three per cent in the 
ranching village of Charadai. 
They also documented children 
with malformed skulls, ex¬ 
posed spinal cords and strange 
skin problems. 

It may be impossible to 
prove a specific chemical 
caused an individual’s illness. 
But doctors are calling for 
broader, longer-term and more 
independent research, saying 
governments should make 
the industiy prove that the ac¬ 
cumulated agricultural burden 
isn’t making people sick.

Bolivian coca-eradication squad ambushed; 2 dead 



A police officer Sunday became 
the second member of a gov¬ 
ernment eradication squad to 
die of gunshot wounds from an 
ambush by coca growers, who 
authorities said were holding 
eight squad members hostage. 

Ten more members of the 
joint militaiy-police team suf¬ 
fered gunshot wounds and 10 
were injured by blows in Sat¬ 
urday’s attack in a rural area 
of the remote municipality of 
Apolo, about 145 kilometres 
north of La Paz, Interior Minis¬ 
ter Carlos Romero said. 

It was the first fatal attack 


on a coca-eradication team 
since Evo Morales, a coca- 
growers union leader, was first 
elected president nearly eight 
years ago. 

A bullet perforated the 
stomach and pancreas of the 
police officer who died Sun¬ 
day, the Interior Ministry said 
in a statement. It said an army 
lieutenant who died Saturday 
suffered a gunshot wound that 
pierced a lung. 

A local coca-grower leader, 
Gregario Cari, told The Associ¬ 
ated Press by phone that secur¬ 
ity forces had attacked with 


tear gas and gunshots. Cari said 
the growers were only trying to 
protect their crops. 

“I have information that the 
comrades were provoked,” Cari 
said. He said the growers took 
hostages for their own security 
and were seeking dialogue to 
prevent “confrontation.” 

Bolivia’s government con¬ 
siders two-thirds of its coca 
crop to be legal. But it dis¬ 
patches teams to eradicate un¬ 
approved coca fields, and the 
official in charge of the effort, 
Felipe Caceres, said more than 
90 square kilometres have been 


destroyed so far this year. 

U.S. officials say tons of Bo¬ 
livian coca leaves are being 
processed into cocaine, whose 
main destination is Brazil, 
Argentina and Europe. 

Morales expelled the U.S. 
Drug Enforcement Administra¬ 
tion in 2008, accusing it of incit¬ 
ing political opposition. 

The U.S. says the result has 
been a rise in trafficking and 
related violence in Bolivia that 
is fuelled by official corruption. 
Effective this month, it halted 
all counter-narcotics aid to

H&M will announce Mon¬ 
day an online poll that lets cus¬ 
tomers decide where the fash¬ 
ion chain’s philanthropic arm 
should spend SEK 500 million 
(about $80 million). 

“We felt that it was im¬ 
portant to know what people 


consider vital,” explains Hel¬ 
ena Thybell, global manager 
for H&M Conscious Founda¬ 
tion. “And it’s a good way of 
creating engagement: What 
are people passionate about? 
There are lots of people 
around the world who really 
care and are concerned about 
the future of the planet.” 

Other consumer product 
giants such as Ford and 
Pepsi have already tried 
crowdsourced philan¬ 
thropy. 

“It accomplishes the 
company’s goal of mak¬ 
ing their customers 
aware of their 
CSR (corporate 
social respon¬ 
sibility),” notes 
Mari Kuraishi, 
co-founder and 
president of 
globalgiving.org, 
which connects 
people with caus¬ 
es that suit their 
taste. 


“We think this is a great 
way to empower our staff and 
customers,” H&M CEO Karl- 
Johan Persson tells Metro. 

“Their votes will have a 
real impact as they determine 
what the H&M Conscious 
Foundation should focus on 
(in) the coming years.” 

But while voting might be 
fun, how much good 
will the resulting pro¬ 
jects do? 

In some cases it 
may be little more 
than a publicity stunt, 
says Kuraishi, but it 
also gets CSR on con¬ 
sumers’ agendas: 
“If consumers are 
involved, they’ll 
talk about it with 
\ their friends. By 
1 contrast, you 
wouldn’t dig up 
a company’s CSR 
report and talk 
about it with 
your friends at 
the pub.”

Better at math. Bank of 
Canada economists get 
failing grade for writing 


An internal report card says 
the Bank of Canada’s econo¬ 
mists don’t write too good. 

“Economists’ writing skills 
were identified by many as an 
area for improvement,” says 
an audit ordered by the bank. 

“This includes difficulties 
being succinct, grammatically 
correct and prioritizing the 
data into useful information.” 

Auditors examined a group 
of economists, most of them 
with graduate degrees, who 
dissect the state of the Can¬ 
adian and international econ¬ 
omies. Their advice is used to 
set Canada’s monetaiy policy. 


This analysis also appears 
to have created a paper jam as 
managers must then edit the 
below-standard writing. 

One report issued in July 
offered sentences such as: 
“Financial fragmentation 
continues to impair the trans¬ 
mission of monetaiy policy, 
however, as reflected in the 
divergence between lending 
rates in the peripheral and 
core economies.”

The ques¬ 
tions that interested me most were those 
that dealt with tax increases, employee rais¬ 
es, more money for the arena, taking money 
from Mr. Katz and disclosing donations from 
unions doing business with the city. 

For some reason, Karen Leibovici did not respond. I won¬ 
der why. And there wasn’t much difference in Diotte’s, Ive- 
son’s and Ward’s answers. No one would take donations 
from King Katz. Big surprise. Iveson would not commit to

keeping either tax increases or raises for city employees to 
the rate of inflation, and was somewhat fuzzy about wheth¬ 
er or not he would agree to more funds for the arena.

Diotte sur¬ 
prised me by being fuzzy on raises, and being unwilling to 
disclose donations from unions doing work for the city and 
another alarm bell rang. 

Because of those answers and the lack of them, I’m going 
to be looking at my ballot for a while before I make my 
mark. 

Four years is a long time to live with a mistake.

Like the character he plays, 
Clark Gregg has worked his 
way up the career ladder. 

Five years ago, he played 
Agent Phil Coulson for the first 
time as a small role in the Rob¬ 
ert Downey Jr. romp Iron Man. 

Now, after gaining an ever- 
higher profile as Coulson in 
subsequent projects, including 
last year’s mega-hit The Aven¬ 
gers, Gregg has broken out as 
the star of Marvel’s Agents of 
S.H.I.E.L.D., the new acronymic 


sci-fi thriller airing on CTV 
which finds Coulson leading a 
hand-picked band of agents on 
their extra-special missions. 

Gregg’s own mission: to 
savour his spot as No. 1 on the 
Marvel’s Agents call sheet after 
years of diverse, solid and often 
acclaimed work that, nonethe¬ 
less, fell short of making him a 
household name. 

Gregg, 51, has earned his 
new prominence. As Coulson, 
he projects a mild demeanour 
(except when he doesn’t) and 
a boyish smile (except when 
he takes dead-aim with his 
weapon or busts a bad guy in 
the chops). He’s a tangy blend 
of milquetoast and steel. 

And he looks good, though 
not too good, in his habitual 
company-man business suit. 


When super-agents take selfies 


“Coulson never takes his 
suit off,” said executive pro¬ 
ducer Maurissa Tancharoen, 
speaking from Los Angeles, 
“whether he’s on the beach, in 
the jungle...” 

“But at the risk of spoilers,” 
stepped in fellow exec producer 
Jed Whedon, “you will see him 
in a future episode — sans tie!” 

“The show doesn’t take it¬ 
self too seriously,” Gregg noted 
gratefully during a recent chat 


in New York, “except in the mo¬ 
ments when it needs to. The 
rest of the time it has a real 
sense of humour. ‘I’m going 
to Taser you and watch Super¬ 
nanny while you drool into the 
carpet’: That’s just not the kind 
of line I’ve gotten playing an 
agent in something else,” like, 
for instance, The West Wing, 
where he had a recurring role 
as, yes, an FBI special agent.

For Rozanda “Chilli” Thomas 
and Tionne “T-Boz” Watkins, 
there were several uncom¬ 
fortable moments watching 
actresses portray them in a 
new TLC biopic. 

But it was especially 
strange to watch Lil Mama, 
who played the role of the 
late Lisa “Left Eye” Lopes 
— the third member of the 
Grammy-winning R&B group 
who died in a car crash in 
Honduras in 2002. 

“She totally came into 
character,” Chilli said of Lil 
Mama, who wore contacts 
to mimic Left Eye’s distinct¬ 


ively large, dark pupils, “ft 
was kind of scaiy. The re¬ 
semblance was just crazy at 
times. Naturally, she kind of 
had some of the similar char¬ 
acteristics like Lisa. It was 
kind of eerie at times for us.” 

Alongside Lil Mama, Kelce 
Palmer stars as Chilli and 
Drew Sidora as T-Boz in the 
film, CrazySexyCool: The TLC 
Stoiy, which premieres Mon¬ 
day on VHI. The two-hour 
movie chronicles the trio’s 
rise to fame, their drama- 
filled love lives — famously 
including Left Eye burning 
down the house of lover and 
former NFL player Andre 
Rison — group spats and fi¬ 
nancial struggles, despite two 
multiplatinum albums. 

“You never know how you 
look to someone else until 
you see for yourself,” T-Boz 
said, “ft was weird, ft was 
veiy weird seeing my haircut 
on Drew. ... To see them do 


our dance moves really took 
us back.” 

This is VHl’s first biopic in 
nearly 10 years since Michael 
Jackson’s Man In the Mirror: 
The Michael Jackson Story in 
2004. 

“When we looked at all 
the artists that would reson¬ 
ate with our audience, TLC 
was, like, on top of the list,” 
said Jill Holmes, the net¬ 
work’s senior vice-president 
of West Coast production and 
development. 

A Behind the Music on 
the group and The Last Days 
of Left Eye were both highly 
rated. “Our audience came 
of age listening to TLC and 
our young viewers grew up 
listening to their songs. So it 
seemed like a perfect fit.” 

TLC debuted more than 20 
years ago and became one of 
the bestselling female groups 
of all time. They addressed 
serious topics such as the 


dangers of AIDS in Waterfalls 
and the unrealistic expecta¬ 
tions of beauty in Unpretty 
and had No. 1 smashes with 
No Scrubs and Creep, and 


their 1994 album, CrazySexy¬ 
Cool is diamond-certified. 

Chilli hopes their movie 
can show how resilient TLC 
has been despite all the ups 


and downs. The two surviving 
members continue to move 
forward as a group, releasing 
their greatest hits album, 20, 
last week, the associated press

When I was a kid, like many of 
my friends I would race home 
after school so I could change 
and get outside to play. We 
used to run from door to door, 
calling on other kids to come 
out. 

You know the word “play”, 
right? Besides when it’s ref¬ 
erencing a video game? We 
would stop playing only for 
dinner and homework and 
the occasional episode of Get 
Smart or The Partridge Family. 

Our time was, for the most 
part, totally unstructured, un¬ 
less you consider being told 
to “be home when the street¬ 
lights go on” as structure. 


I did also learn how to play 
badminton, squash, tennis, 
and took swimming and skat¬ 
ing lessons. Most happened 
on the weekend, leaving our 
weekdays relatively free. Free, 
compared to the schedules of 
many kids today, including 
my own. 

When all four of mine 
were engaged in sports, I 
needed a spreadsheet to keep 
track of it. My book Shut Up & 
Eat was mostly inspired by the 
fact that family meals became 
more about logistics than they 
did nutrition, and might have 
included consideration of 
what one can eat in a car on 
the way to the hockey arena. 

Many parents are driving 
themselves and their vehicles 
to the brink all week as they 
feriy children from karate to 
guitar to skating to tourna¬ 
ments and extra practices and 
the dreaded of all time-suck 
activities — the “Rep” level 
team, be it hockey, soccer, 
swimming, etc. 

(I remember myself at age 
eight, and my sister at 10 tak¬ 
ing the city bus by ourselves 
to swimming lessons. Shock¬ 


ing.) 

There are many theories 
as to whether exposing our 
kids to this type of structure 
and (arguably) overschedul¬ 
ing is good for them. 

On the positive side, they 
learn teamwork, commit¬ 
ment, engage in physical ac¬ 
tivity and/or cultural stimu¬ 
lation. Critics would say it’s 
stressful for them and that 
they don’t know how to 
amuse themselves for longer 
than it takes to wait for a 
brother’s gymnastics lesson 
to end. 

My advice? Pick and 
choose the way you spend 
their time, your time and 
your money when deciding 
on extracurriculars. Check 
your bank balance, your 
calendar and make sure it’s 
something they want to pur¬ 
sue versus your own inter¬ 
est or those of their friends. 
Investigate responsibilities 
for fundraising, out of town 
tournaments and equipment 
costs before committing. 

After all, in the words of 
William Shakespeare, “The 
play’s the thing,” isn’t it?

mixer and beat the whites to 
soft peaks. This should take 
about 4 minutes.

School search. Don't

It may feel like the school 
year just started, but soon 
thousands of Canadian stu¬ 
dents will be turning their 
focus toward the next stage 
of their academic careers: 
applying to post-secondary 
school. 

In 2012, there were 
793,000 full-time and 234,000 
part-time undergraduate stu¬ 
dents in Canada, according 
to the Association of Univer¬ 
sities and Colleges of Canada. 

“Grade 12 comes upon stu¬ 
dents veiy quickly — quick¬ 
er than they realize,” said 
George Granger, executive 
director of the Ontario Uni¬ 
versities’ Application Centre, 
whose organization worked 
with an affiliate group of the 
Council of Ontario Universi¬ 
ties to organize the fair. 

Granger, who previously 
served as a registrar and dir¬ 
ector of admissions, said se¬ 
lecting a university or college 
is “one of the most important 
choices” students will make 
at this point in their lives. 

“It’s right up there with 
careers and relationships and 
where you’re going to live. 
For a lot of them, it’s a chal¬ 
lenging moment.” 

Granger shares tips on 
how students can best pre¬ 
pare for the application 
process and ways to whittle 
down their pool of choices to 
select their ideal school. 

Start thinking of, and set¬ 


tling on, an area of study 

While the largest group of stu¬ 
dents who will attend the fair 
are in Grade 12, Granger said 
pupils in younger grades can 
also start casting their mind to 
potential areas of study after 
high school. 

“Those are the years where 
they’re starting to fit them¬ 
selves into the streaming of 
courses,” Granger said of stu¬ 
dents in Grades 10 and 11. 

“They’re starting to be¬ 
come more aware of what 
they’re good at, what they like 
to do, becoming more aware 
of where they’d like to take 
themselves in their career life 
in terms of work.” 

Offer a well-rounded resume 

While some programs rely 
entirely on academic standing 
to make admission decisions,

others may factor supple- 
mentaiy information into the 
fold, Granger said. 

For example, some fine 
arts programs require the sub¬ 
mission of a portfolio, while 
others may demand a profile 
of a student that demonstrates 
well-roundedness, leadership 
experience and community 


involvement, he noted. 

Granger said all students 
planning to pursue post- 
secondaiy studies should be 
mindful of extracurricular ac¬ 
tivities that will help balance 
them as individuals as well as 
potential applicants. 

“Those experiences on 
the playing fields, in student 
government, in student clubs 
— those are all things that 
develop transferable skill sets 
that are going to be veiy im¬ 
portant during the university 
experience, but also after 
graduation. 

“Working as a member of 
a team, working in groups — 
there’s a lot of emphasis on 
that in modern education.” 

Location and size matter 

Granger said once students 
have assessed longer-term 


goals and ensured they have 
the appropriate prerequisites, 
another key step follows: se¬ 
lecting the school itself. 

“For some students, it’s 
a question of: ‘Can I live at 
home and attend school or 
do I have to go away?’ In 
some cases, the program that 
they’re interested in is offered 
only at a few universities. And 
so, that means they’d have to 
make a commitment to go 
away and they’d have to come 
to terms with that.” 

In other cases, the program 
students are interested in may 
be more widely available — 
therefore altering the deci¬ 
sion of whether to stay put or 
move away. 

Granger said students with 
some degree of flexibility in 
their minds and a willingness 
to be mobile should be weigh¬ 


ing whether they’d prefer 
to be at a larger school in a 
metropolitan area or if they’d 
feel more at ease on a smaller 
campus outside of the city. 

“It’s all linked to: ‘What is 
the program I want? Where is 
it available? What’s the repu¬ 
tation of that program?”’ said 
Granger. 

“For many students and 
parents, they want to be able 
to perceive vocational links 
or career tracks that might 
come from one program or 
another,” he added. “Others 
recognize that the goal is to 
get a good strong liberal arts 
or science education and de¬ 
velop those critical thinking 
skills — research methodol¬ 
ogy, flexibility, those trans¬ 
ferable skills. So that all goes 
into the mix.”

Back in my 
workday... Author of 
A Good Day’s Work 
hopes to preserve 
memory of Canada’s 
vanishing jobs 


When John DeMont was com¬ 
pleting his book about van¬ 
ishing traditional jobs in this 
country — think lighthouse 
keeper or milkman — he 
found A Good Day’s Work had 
become much more than just 
a discourse on how some Can¬ 
adians bring home the bacon. 

“It sort of morphed into 
this book about Canada, using 
the disappearing work as a 
jumping-off point to talk about 
different aspects of Canada 
and the different things that 
are going,” says the Halifax- 
based journalist and author. 

“Not just work,” he says, 
but “the iconic Canada — 
close-knit communities and 
small towns and eveiybody 
knowing eveiybody and being 
interested in a positive way.” 

A Good Day’s Work: In Pur¬ 
suit of a Disappearing Canada 
(Doubleday Canada) seems a 
natural followup to his previ¬ 
ous book, 2009’s Coal Black 
Heart: The Stoiy of Coal and 
the Lives it Ruled, a history 
of coal mining in Nova Scotia 
and the toll that disasters in 
the deeps took on colliers and 
their families. 

Ancestors on both sides of 
his family were part of that 
histoiy — one grandfather 
went down into the pit at age 
11 to mine the black gold — 
but DeMont’s father eschewed 
what had been the family busi¬ 
ness to work above-ground as a 
stockbroker. 

And as the author writes in 
the prologue of A Good Day’s 
Work, growing up as a child in 
Halifax was an idyllic time for

him — and for the country as 
a whole. 

His reference year — 1967, 
when he was 11 — sees Can¬ 
ada celebrating its 100th birth¬ 
day, with millions drawn from 
around the world to Expo 67 in 
Montreal, the Canadian econ¬ 
omy at its post-war peak and 
the Toronto Maple Leafs win¬ 
ning their last Stanley Cup. 

It was also a time when the 
milkman still delivered cows’ 
bounty to many homeowners’ 
doors, beef came from family- 
owned and family-worked 
farms, and parents and kids 


— and hormone-fuelled teens 

— piled into the station wagon 
on a summer’s night to take in 
a drive-in movie. 

It is that world that DeMont 
evokes in A Good Day’s Work, 
or rather what is left of it, as he 
tracks down Canadians still en¬ 
gaged in time-honoured work, 
the kind of jobs that built this 
countiy but are perhaps soon 
to be but a memoiy 

While natural resources 
jobs — forestry and fishing, 
for example — might have 
seemed an obvious fit, DeMont 
chose to go beyond “guys in 
the woods” and look into a 
broad range of skills among 
people in different parts of the 
countiy. 

“I wanted jobs that in 
themselves were interesting 

— interesting enough that 
you could write about them, 
build a chapter around them,” 
the 57-year-old explains during 
a recent visit to Toronto, one 
stop on a cross-country, multi¬ 
city book tour.

Though he gets to oversee 
events, Eisenberg also says desk 
time is a big part of the job.

And if that 
means it is more focused on 
service, which may just be get¬ 
ting a lesson, versus getting the 
opportunity to meet a famous 
golfer, we want to make sure 
that we’re able to reach as 
many people as we can, with 
the benefit that’s gonna make 
the biggest impact.

Federer, a five-time Swiss

In his far from typical sea¬ 
son, Federer has won only one 
title — the grass-court event 
at Halle, Germany, in June — 
and regularly lost to unseeded 
opponents since injuring his 
back in March.
